EXPLANATION, Ge. 


OH E 1 reception this 
TS deſign has met with, claims a 
* mote minute detail thereof, 
than has hitherto been laid before the 
public : and it being incumbent upon 
every perſon -who propoſes any thing of 
general benefit to explain his intentions 
in as full a manner as poſſible, I hope [ 
ſhall be looked upon as deſirous of giving 
that ſatisſaction; which can be done no 
way ſo effectually as in print; eſpecially 
ſince it does not require an elevated ſtile 
to ſet forth the neceſſity and utility, as well 
as the cheapneſs of having the ſtreets in 
proper order, and the inconveniencies

Wending the preſent manner in lr 
they are done. Theſe circumſtances ſhould 
leem ſufficiently evident without any ar- 
guments to ſet them forth; but as they 
ariſe from a variety of cauſes, it may be 
neceſſary juſt to obſerve, that the arbi- 


trary manner of paving, both in time and 
materials, will always, occafion holes in 


the ſtreets, as the inhabitants never agree 
together, how, or when they ſhall paye 
ke their own doors, and every per- 
ſon defers that expence as long as 
he can; but as perhaps it cannot be 
well underſtood, without explaining the 
different aſſortments of materials made 
uſe of, I here take the liberty to note, 
that the ſtones, for ſtreet-paving, are of 
three denominations. _ 
1ſt. Purbeck, or flat ſquares, ſuch as 
St. James s Square and W. bitehall. Ig 
2d: Pebbles, Which are made uſe of

To examine each ſort - Tt is to be 
conſidered that the Purbeck, tho ſmooth, 
are very expenſive, very ſhallow, and of 
a very foft nature; they are rated at 
65. 6d. per yard ſquare, all materials! in- 
_ elifded. The pebbles are very hard, but 
Tom the irregularity of their ſhape make 
the ſtreets very uneven, and occaſion 
them frequently to be torn up in holes: 
the price is 5s. 6d. per yard ſquare. They 
are brought from Guernſey and Scotland. 
The Kentiſh rag is rather a ſoft "ſtone, 
will not endure much wear, and is 
the worſt of all; accordingly the price 
for them is 25. 6d. per yard ſquare, 
With theſe different ſorts of materi- 
als, ſonietimes laid down at different 
doors in the ſame ſtreets, it is very evi- 
dent what an unequal pavement this 
town is compoſed of, and ſuch it muſt 
always be whilſt the reparation conti- 
nues at will and pleaſure ; ſo that the 
alteration of paving it under one direc-- 
tion, will, at leaſt, be attended with this 
conveniency, that each ſtreet will be laid 
down with one and the fame ſort. There 
| p = is 
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is another evil i in what is made uſe of 
for bedding the ſtones; being ſometimes 
done with gravel, and that of the courſeſt 
' ſort, whereby the ſmall ſtones which are 
in it, hinder the joints from being ſo 
cloſe as they ought to be, conſe quently 
/ occaſion the work to be looſe inſtead of 
being ſolid and compact together. Often» | 
times aſhes and duſt are ſubſtituted, 
which can never bind nor make the work 
laſting: ſo that theſe inconveniencies will 
be efQually remedied by the propoſed 
plan. Added ta this : it has appeared, 
upon enquiry, that a much properer 
paving ſtone than any of the above- 
mentioned can be procured, and calcu- 
| lated to be laid down between 45. and 55. 
per yard ſquare: the nature of it is much 
harder. than the Purbeck, and Without

rable and rough, conſequently. will pre- 
vent the pong of chairmen and foot- 
paſſengers it 1s propoſed to be ſubſti= 
tuted in the room of the preſent foot- - 
| pavement, as the fame ſhall decay. 
The prices of the above ſorts of ſtones 
are ach as the paviours have given an ac- 
| we of, but as the work is to be done in 
— — propoſals will undoubtedly be 
for every ſort of material; and conſi- 
derable ſavings accrue upon each, and the 
work being conftantly ſuperintended by 
a proper ſurveyor, it muſt be better car- 
ried on in every refpeR, as the breaches 
will be taken in time. In regard to the 
water- works company, who muſt neceſ- 
farily' and frequently break up the 
pavements, for the reparation of the 
pipes, they will not be put to more 
trouble and expence than at preſent, 
becauſe by contracting with the Com- 
miſſianers, as they do now with their 
paviours, the work will be done better 
and with more ſatisfaction to the Public. 
Having thus ſhewn the Ill effects of 
the preſent ne of paving and re- 


pairing,

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| pairing, the next article which occurs, 
is cleaning; and that may certainly be 
done better, more regularly, and cheaper 
than by the preſent ſcavenger's rate, and 


contract with the rakers. In the firſt 
place, E good well laid pavement, with 


cloſe joints, will not occaſion ſo much 
dirt, and proper ſweepers ſtationed. at 
particular places will collect the foil to- 


gether ready to be thrown. into carts: to 


be carried away, and thereby not only 


render the foot croſſings clean and com- 

modicus, but the other; parts of the 
Reet equally lo, to- the great conveni · 
ency of all ſorts of paſſengers, either on 
foot, gr in carriages; and no leſs to the 
houſes, ſhops, windows, and furniture; 
which are in winter ſplaſhed with dirt, 


| and i in ſummer covered. with duſt; ſince 


by che preſent method, the ſoil remains 
all over the ſtreet till the raker's cart 
comes, and no more than two perſons 


; attending it, gather it up as they goalong; 
vhich in ſome places muſt lay a conFj D 


derable time before they can get their 
rounds ; as to the prices paid, they are

in many places exorbitantly high, and it 

has been with ſome confidence aſſerted, 
that there is ſuch a monopoly among 
thoſe ſort of people, that pariſhes have 
not been able to get their dirt catried 
away, if they have not thought proper 
to contract with ſome or other of them. 
In the next place, the nuſance is very 
great, of throwing all ſorts of dirt and 
aſhes, oyſter-ſhells, and the offalls of 
dead poultry and other animals into the 
ſtreets, which ought to be kept in the 
reſpective houſes, until ſuch times as 
the duſt- man comes to take them away; 
not to omit the great annoyance created 
by coachmakers, wheelwrights and car- 
penters purſuing thoſe parts of their trades 
In the ſtreets, 'which they ought to have 
proper places in their reſpective dwel- 


lings, or back-yards, for the perform- 


ance of; but the chief obſtruction of 
all, and from whence many fatal acci- 
dents proceed, are the occafional wooden, 
buildings erected, and the heaps of rub- 
| biſh 82 into the middle of the ſtreet

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obſerved, if lamps were placed at pro- 


| by the buildets and carpenters employed 
about new or repairing, of old houſes; 


that ſome repoſitory i is neceſſary for thoſe 
articles is undeniable, but at the ſame 


time they ſhould be ſo conſtructed as to 


be as kerle incommodious as poſſible to 


paſſengers, and the rubbiſh F in 


ſuch a manner, as abſolutely to prevent 
any accident of carriages being overturn- 
ed: to this, therefore, the Commiſſioners 


will have a proper attention, and there- 


by ſtop the evil before the miſchief 
can happen ; whereas the preſent trou- 
ble and expence of indicting, hinders 


the nuſance from being complained of, 


until ſome misfortune has proceeded 


from it. As to lighting, che ſame rea- 


ſon may with greater propriety: be given 


for having the ſtreets kept duly and 


properly ſo, fince not only , coaches 
are overthrown: in the dark, but mur- 


ders, robberies, thefts and attacks are 


practiſed upon foot- paſſengers by fa- 
vour of the night, and which might not 
be carried on, or the perſons eſcape un-

duals; churches, dead walls, ſtables, and

per diſtances; the preſent practice of putting 

up lamps is no more than to ſuit the conve- 
niency of the poſſeſſor, ſince even among the 
firſt nobility, they are never lighted till the 


family comes to town, generally not till af- 
ter Chriſtmas ; ſo that till that time, the 
beſt inhabited ſtreets are the moſt dark, 

and as it depends upon choice, there j is no 


regularity preſerved therein. 


A law paſſed in King William's reign, chat 


every inhabitant ſhould put out a light till 


twelve o'clock, but only from Michaelmas 


till Lady-day; how little this is put in exe- 
cution, and how ineffectual if it was, is very 
apparent; ſince, for the proper ſecurity of 


the public, lamps ſhould be regularly kept 
lightedall night, and might be much cheap- 
er and better in the groſs, than by indivi- 


ſuch like places having no lamps placed at 
them, or at leaſt no obligation at preſent to 
put any, would then be as much illuminated 


as the other inhabited parts of the town: the 


above ſeveral circumſtances moſt loudly cal- 


ling for redreſs in each particular, it remains 
only TE to ſhew the advantages this

meaſure is attended with, preferable to any 
which has hitherto been offered; the names 
which are handed about to be commiſſi- 
oners, and who have ſo generouſly made a 
tender of their fervices for theſe ſalutary 
purpoſes, without any gratuity or allowance, 
muſt no doubt give the town the greateft 
fatisfaRtion, and be an earneſt to the public 
that the work will be performed in the 
beſt manner, without its being made a job 
of, either for themſelves, or any other con- 
cerned by them; and I am perſuaded their 
attention will be ſuch as to merit real praiſe, 
and ſhew that high birth and large poſſeſ- 


fions ſerve only to render them more faith- 


ful and diſintereſted truſtees for the public. 


As to the expence of carrying into exe- 
cution ſo great an undertaking, it can be 
only done by degrees, and by the public 
ſetting it on foot, whereby no rate 1s levied 


until the benefit is received in each particu- 


lar ſtreet, and no alteration made in any 


part, but as the work proceeds ; therefore 


any improvements may be made in the 
plan, as occaſion requires: beſides, there 


Wil! be time 05 the courſe of it to ſur-

vey and examine, - as well as fully to be in- 
formed of every circumſtance, before any 
thing is done, which will enable the Com- 
miſſioners to ſet about any part with great- 
er exactneſs and preciſion : were the Gen- 
tlemen to begin in various diſtricts of the 
town at once, the contracts to be entered 
into, and the works to be performed, would | 
be fo extenſive as might create much con- 
fuſion; whereas, by doing the principal 
thoroughfares at firſt, the ſmaller ones 
would eafily fall in courſe, and proper 1. 
vels being taken, would facilitate the paſ- 
ſage of the water, which, as well as the 
form of laying the ſtreets, and ſeveral other 
articles, will naturally ſhew themſelves: but 
as the progreſs firſt to be made will be a 
ſample of what is capable to be done, I ſhall 
only defire perſons to ſuſpend their judg- 
ment, and to lend their aſſiſtance and ad- 
vice towards perfecting the work; as to 
the difference of ex pence to individuals, it 
will be found to be conſiderably leſs than 
by the preſent method, ſince it is not 
to be eſtimated what expence the inhabi- 
tants are now, but ſuch as they wonld 

e be

be at, were the preſent laws put into exe- 
cution. The town is manifeſtly in univer- 
ſal bad repair, and almoſt every perſon 
liable to be indicted; the burden, therefore, 
"of paving with proper materials, as well 


as the expence of an indictment, would fall 
heavy upon the preſent dwellers, and, if 
not done ſubſtantially, would be a conſtant 


repair, much more in proportion than the 
intended rate. As to the expence of a lamp 
to every houſe for half a year, it may be 


computed at 20s. or a guinea but according 


to fhe diſtance which will be required, it 
may happen to be not more than one lamp 


to three houſes, which, being regularly 
placed, will give much more light to the 
"Inhabitants and paſſengers in general and 
fave a third on that article. 


The ſcavenger's rate is unequal in dif- 
ferent parts of the town, but hereafter will 


be fixed and uniform. 


From theſe obſervations therefore let 
any perſon make the calculation, taking in- 


to conſid eration the ſeveral articles men- 
tioned in this pamphlet, and he will find 
this propoſal much more reaſonable and 


fatisfactory than at firſt view it might 
appear. | | As

As to the want of ſuch a plan, can we, 
with any degree of juſtice commend the 
noble bridges and public roads leading to 
the town, as well as the magnificent build- 

ings in it, without taking ſhame to our- 
ſelves for the bad condition of the ftreets ? 

nay, fo ſenfible are ſome of the inhabitants 
of it, that they have feparate acts of par- 
liament, and contribute to a rate among 
| themſelves, ſuch as St. James Square, 
 Lincoli's Inn Fields, Golden Square; and 
I have heard that in the former the 
ſum has amounted to 10s. per foot per 
houſe ; therefore it ſhews of what conſe- 
quence the inhabitants in thoſe places 
' conſider this affair to be of: and if 
they are willing to rate themſelves in 
fo high a manner, it can never be object- 
ed to charging eighteen pence in the pound 
by the poor rates being not above a ſhilling 
in the pound full rents, to be levied in the 
fame manner, and in the fame propor- : 
tion, and on the ſame perſons, as thoſe 
rates are. Every new regulation muſt, with- 
out doubt, create ſome difficulty till it is 
known, and the benefit has been felt: but 


as this * promiſes ſuch good effects, 


1 make 
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| I make no doubt of its meeting with ſup- 


port inſtesd of obſtruction; and am con- 
fident the commiſſioners will be always 
thankful for any information given them 
towards carrying it into execution. By 


this method the town will be well paved, 


repaired, kept clean, and lighted : and tho“ 
attempts have been frequently made for 
the ſame purpoſes, yet the general tax be- 
ing at firſt propoſed to be laid, has been 
the occaſion of their being rejected. One 


plan indeed, which was intended for an 


experiment, and from which, if it had 
taken place, we ſhould have had by this 


time the chief part of the town done, was 


fruſtrated by perſons who are ſince dead, 
and acknowledged that they did not then 
underſtand it, as well as ſorry that they 
had oppoſed it. Thus far therefore is this 
5 430 benefited, that it has adopted all 


the material parts of former ſchemes, and 


has had ſuch due time given it in its pro- 


greſs, as well as been ſo much talked of, 
that no body can plead ignorance, or that it 


has been hurried through. With that 


view is this e publiſhed, for

the town to be fully acquainted with the 
deſign, and to take off any bad impreſſions, 
if there ſhould have been any made againſt 
it, at the ſame time to give a more diſtinct 
idea of the parts of the town in which it was 
intended to take place. Mr. Jefferys, the 
engraver, has annexed an entire new plan, 
laid down in a different way, and more co- 
pious than any hitherto publiſhed; but it is 
to be obſerved, that tho' the intended ſcheme 
does not extend to ſuch places as have di- 
ſtinct acts of parliament to themſelves, yet ĩt 
was judged expedient to put down all parts 
of the town in the plan, to render the ſame 
more correct and uſeful : the limits of the 
ſeveral pariſhes are likewiſe delineated, and 
the whole done in the cleareſt and neateſt 1 
manner. Another uſe will likewiſe attend it, 
that perſons may at one view diſtinguiſh 
ſuch places as will be exempted; fince it 
is intended to limit the regulation only to 
ſuch ſquares, ftreets, and lanes, as are tho- © 
rough-fares for wheel-carriages, courts, and 
alleys, and other parts, which are termed

Having thus gone through what occurs 
neceſſary for the illuſtration of the ſubject, 5
